Thanks  so  much  for  meeting  with  me  yesterday  at  Soul. 

To  follow  up  on  our  conversation  regarding  the  palm  trees  being  lit  up  -  I  understand  the  cost  is  extremely  high,  close  to  $3,000  each  tree.  But  we  will  wait  for  an  accurate  quote  from  you,  before  we  rule  out  the  idea  due  to  cost.  Also,  we  discussed  possibly 
starting  a  business  alliance  to  crowdfund  the  project  -  we  can  discuss  that  further  when  the  quotes  come  back. 

We  also  discussed  the  black  light  poles  that  are  not  currently  on,  that  run  down  to  La  Brea  on  the  sidewalk,  and  the  need  for  a  “sponsor”  to  turn  those  back  on  and  operate  them.  Those  would  be  fantastic  for  lighting  up  the  rest  of  the  Blvd  and  help  prevent 
after-dark  security  issues.  That  cost  would  also  be  extreme,  but  would  be  good  to  know  the  estimate  so  we  could,  again,  perhaps  join  a  group  of  businesses  that  also  see  that  as  a  priority.  I  will  reach  out  to  my  contacts  to  see  if  anyone  seems  interested  and 
let  you  know  -  specifically,  Live  Nation  and  Ticketmaster. 

A  reminder,  we  have  permits  for  the  Soul  Labor  Day  Car  Show  on  Sycamore  and  would  be  honored  to  have  BID  join  us  with  a  table  or  tent  for  community  outreach.  Let  me  know  if  you  are  definitely  interested,  so  I  can  reserve  a  spot  for  you.  We  will  also 
offer  to  the  PD,  FD,  Chamber  and  -  who  else??
